Fiom that point 
come messages without Dumber to Deca- 
tur, to be taken off the Duplex wire and 
sent on to Chicago and various points 
along the middle division. J. C. Smith, 
Miss Sophia Anderson and W. G. Ebey 
are the Deoatur operators. T. W. Bar- 
nett and M. 3, Kelly handle the keys at 
the St. Louis end and they are kept at 
work constantly from 9 a. m. to 7 p. m. 
each day, In January there were about 
60,000 messages handled in the Deoatur 
office. The courteous and accomplished 
manager of the Wabasb office here is Mr, 
E F. Dawson. The other operators are 
L P. Clark and L. A, Martin, Messen- 
gers, Ed, May and Bailie Snyder.

There was the usual large congrega- 


tion present at the Sunday morning ser- 
vices at Ihe First Presbyterian church 
and Bev. W. H. Prettier preached one of 
bis best sermons. Just before the closing 
hymn was announced, Bev. Frestley took 
the congregation wholly by surprise by 
formally presenting his resignation as 
pastor, after nearly ten years of faithful 
and effective service. In making the sur- 
prising announcement Bev. Preatley 
stated that he had been informed that 
there existed some dissatisfaction &mong 
the members of the chnrob, and tba? he 
had concluded to ley bis resignation be- 
fore the session. He further remarked 
that he had been pastor of the church for 
a longer penod than the congregation 
had been served by any other minister.by 
nearly five years. 


At the close of the service many mem- 


bers of the congregation came forward 
with wet eyes and warm hearts to express 
their surprise and personal regrets over 
the announcement, a number of ladies 
leaving the ohnroh crying over the possi- 
bility of the retirement of the pastor who 
had been identified with the charge lor 
so many years. 


A meeting of the church session will 


be held to-night when the resignation 
will be presented. At the annual meet- 
ing ot the congregation, which will be 
held on Monday evening, Feb. 15tb, all 
members present will have an opportu- 
nity of voting upon the rejection or ac- 
ceptance of the resignation. If there 
shall be a respectable minority among 
the alleged dissatisfied ones voting in 
favor ot the acceptance of the resigna- 
tion, then of course Bav. Prestley will 
undoubtedly retire; but it is not proba- 
ble that thu congregation will allow him 
to leave the church. His friends in and 
out of the church are numerous We 
doubt whether there is a minister in 
Decatnr at present wbo is more popular 
and ban a wider acquaintance among onr 
people than Bev. Prestley. He has jeal- 
ously guarded the interests of the chnreb. 
while at the same time be has been lib- 
eral and neighborly with other congrega- 
tions, having worked with special success 
with the Methodists during the Harrison 
revival in the winter of 1883, working 
constantly for the spiritual good of the 
people generally. He has also taken 
commendable interest in the material 
welfare of the oity. 


Bev. Preatley came to Deoatur in Sep 


tember, 1876, from Tosoola, where he was 
located for a year. Previoun to bis call 
to Tuseola he was pastor of the Presby- 
terian church at Chillioothe, Ohio, for 18 
years. He is a man in the prime of bis 
life, is genial, and one of Ihe most com- 
panionable of men, and stands high .in 
the church of Illinois being at present

Thomaa is Indicted for having assaulted 
Hurvey Downing, with intent to kill, The 
shooting occurred at 116 North Franklin 
street, where Downing was then running a sa- 
loon,at about 3 o'clock, on the afternoon of 
October 17th, 1883, -while a soldiers' reunion 
was In progress at the tabernacle, and the Bbot 
Is al'efted to have been fire i by Thomas while 
Down!-g was behind the bar, the shot taking 
effect in Downing's face. There was great ex- 
citement over the affair at the time. State's 
Attorney Tall and w. C Johns appear for the 
People, and Cre» & Ewlng and Judge Nelson 
for the defendant. 


A JURY SELECTED.

Tbe verdict in the John Thomas assault 


to murder case will probably be an- 
nounced in court before the hour ot ad> 
journment this evening. Both eidea rest- 
ed their case at 10:20 a. m., when Judge 
Smith announced tbat he would allow 
an hour and a half on each side fir argu- 
ments, whereupon W. 0. Johns opened 
for the People. He was followed by 
Hugh Or is and Judge Nelson foi Thomas 
and State'w Attorney Vail will close for 
the People. 


This morning Harvey W. Downing, the 


chief prosecuting witness, was put upon 
the stand to give uia account of the 
shooting in his saloon at 116 North 
Franklin street on Oct. 17, .Ihree years 
"ago. He staled that John Thomas and 
a party named ' Boxy' came into the 
saloon together, and as both were under 
the influence of liquor he refused to serve 
them. He was behind the bar at the 
time and made no motion or attempt tu 
do either of the visitors injury. That 
when be refused to give Thomas what he 
wonted then he (Thomas) pulled a revol- 
ver out tiom under his coat and fired, 
the bullet striking witness in the left 
ch'.-ek, causing him to stagger and fall 
upon he floor, 


Jobn Thomas, the 
defendant, was 


placed upon the stand to testify in his 
own behalf. He was eximiiied by Hugh 
Orea and Gubstantially stated that he and 
Roiy bad started from some point on the 
new rqnare for the Thomas House on 
East Main street; that on toe way be had 
a talk with James Thomas, the butcher, 
and that he and Boxy went into Down- 
ing's saloon and a«ked for beer which 
was refused. That some hot talk was 
indulged by Downing, who ordered both 
the witness and Boxy out of the tttlooo, 
Downing at the name time making a 
movement as it getting K revolver from 
under the bar to use; that thereupon he 
(Thomas) fired the shot end departed. 
The cross-examination conducted by Mr. 
Johns was brief. He got the witness to 
reiterate his story BB above outlined, and 
after the defense bad closed the People 
introduced in rebuttal an effidavit that 
ThomHS had made for a continuance in a 
civil suit for damages by Downing, sworn 
to at the May, 1881, tnrm of court. In 
that affidavit Thomas made oath that he 
could not go to trial because of the ab- 
sence of a material witness, and in the 
paper gave the details of the shooting. 
He made oath in the uffidavit that after 
Downing had said he would "shoot or 
out out their d—d hearts," Downing drew 
a pistol and fired at the same time he 
(Thomas) fired off his pistol, the bullet

companion on the hand. The presenta- 
tion of this affidavit which Thomas after 
inspection acknoledged that he had made, 
closed all evidence in the case. 


Burnt in the Wreck. 


Jack Terrill, whose home is at Danville, 


is the name of the Wabash engineer in- 
jured in the wreck at Ivesdale. Tbe 
News says his left shoulder was badly 
bruised up and Uis right leg is half burnt 
at the joint and he in unable to move in 
either way. He was otherwise bruited 
up so that he is quite helpless. The exact 
extent ot his injuries will not be known 
for a day or two. While Terrill was sit- 
ting in his cab the first he saw of the 
trouble was the fire flying about the ten- 
der wheels and he got back between the 
engine and tender to see what was the 
matter, when the tender parted from the 
engine and he was thrown forward vio- 
lently to the ground. His fireman noticed 
Terrill leave bis seat and he stepped on 
the tender too, supposing that Terrill was 
going to jump, and if so he was going to 
jump too.

GEN. 
HANCOCK DEAD. 


The Nation Electrified by tlie 


Startling Announce- 


ment. 


Telegrams of Condolence Highly Eulo- 


• gistie of Deceased Seoeived Prom all 


Quarters of the Country, 


Cause and Manner of His Death— 


The News at His Old 


Home. 


Brief Biographical Sketch ol the Illus- 


trious Soldier and the Per- 


fect Man. 


NEW YOBK, Feb. 10.—The whole coun- 


try was shocked yesterday afternoon by 
the brief telegraphic message from Ad- 
jutant-General Whipple, on Governor's 
Island, announcing the death ol General 
Winfleld S. Hancock, senior Major-Gen- 
eral United States army, and Commander 
of the Military Division of the Atlantic. 
The sad Intelligence was immediately 
conveyed to the remotest corners of the 
country, and, as if by magic, the flaps 
appeared at half-mast on the various pub- 
lic buildings in the city. 


Within an hour the telegraph \vire lead- 


Ing into the headquarters was burdened 
•with messages ol condolence and tender 
sympathy with 
the bereaved widow, 


whose grief is overwhelming, and of 
tributes to the General's private and pub- 
lic virtues as a citizen, as well as to his 
?rcatne."s as a commander. 


The news of his death was all the more 


Btartlinz from the fact that few of his in- 
timate friends had any knowledge that his 
illness was considered to be serious. As 
late as Saturday last he was in his private 
office attending to his 
official duties. 


When he went to Washington two weeks 
ago to-ilay a slight eruption on his neck 
near tlie base of the brain gave him some 
•uneasiness, and 
the 
inflammation in- 


creased so rapidly that on Triclay, January 
29, he had it lanced by Dr. O'Reilly, 
the attending surgeon in Washington. 
The eruption continued to discharge 
freely, 
and the loss 
of 
blood 
was 


such as to make a very perceptible differ- 
ence in his usual robust appearance. Im- 
mediately after his return tc Governor's 
Island a week ago, the General sent for 
Dr. John H. Janeway, attending surgeon 
of the department, who soon perceived 
signs of a carbuncle. To his experienced 
eye the evidence of this was unmistaka- 
ble. 
The 
next 
clay 
the 
carbun- 


cle 
appeared, 
and 
it 
gradually 


grew 
worse, 
although Dr. 
Janeway 


did not consider the condition of his 
Illustrious patient past the point of 
speedy recovery until Sunday 
night, 


the 7th inst., wh'a decidedly unfavora- 
ble symptoms set in, accompanied by dc- 
lirnm. The malady had then touched 
the brain and there appeared to be good 
ground for the opinion that his days 
were numbered. 


Proper nourishment, consisting of con- 


centrated beef tea, milk and stimulants 
were judiciously administered. 
Colonel 


Charles Sutherland, medical director on 
the island, co-operated with Dr. Janeway 
in attendance on the patient, and the 
General cheerfully assisted his physicians 
by complying strictly with their direc- 
tions. 
He recognized their 
supreme 


authority under these circumstances, and 
like a true soldier fo the last, he obeyed 
all orders of his superiors. Although his 
condition was alarming, his pulse was 
regular and he rested easily up to Mon- 
day evening and during the greater part 
of the night, so that the hope of ultimate 
recovery was by no means abandoned. 


Oliver Russell, the General's brother- 


in-law, watched by his bedside, nnd did 
not notice any decided change until at an 
early hour this morning. Between four 
and five o'clock the General became rest- 
less, and was unable to take either medi- 
cine or nourishment. 
The physicians 


were called immediately, and they sent to 
this city for Dr. D. M. Stlmson, of No. 7 
West Seventeenth street, an old friend 
of the General's, who arrived at ten 
o'clock. 


In the consultation which was held the 


physicians were unanimous in their diag- 
nosis of what soon after proved to be a 
fatal illness. This was to the effect that 
the General was rapidly sinking from 
exhaustion, caused by the loss of vitality 
incident to the powerful drain \ipon his 
constitution made by the carbuncle, com- 
plicated and aggravated by chronic dia- 
betes. The General soon fell into what 
appeared to be a quiet slumber. 


General James B. Frye, who had served 


on Hancock's staff as an assistant Adju- 
tant-General, having heard that his old 
commander was ill, arrived during the 
morning, and, together with Drs. Jane- 
•JVBJ and Sutherland, Mr. Oliver Russell, 
hospital steward Robinson, Ward, the 
General's faithful private messenger, aud 
Daniel, his young colored servant, were 
In the room watching and waiting, when, 
at seven minutes before three o'clock, the 
final summons came, and the great com- 
mander passed away to join the noble 
army of his departed comrades without a 
murmur. 


The sorrowing spectators of this peace- 


ful and impressive 
scene were 
still 


standing there as 
though 
transfixed, 


when the cathedral clock on the mantel- 
piece in the sitting room below sounded 
in its three sweet-toned strokes. Then 
they fully realized that all was over, and 
the 
sad intelligence was publicly an. 


nounced. 


A representative of the United Press 


was dispatched immediately to Governor's 
Island. He was allotted to look at the 
General's remains within an hour after his 
death. General Hancock lay on the bed 
in the easy natural position in which he 
died in the simple second-story chamber 


with its windows facing west and south. 
The General's head was 
toward the 


north, in whose cause of National integrity 
he had rendered such conspicuous and 
important service on those famous battle- 
fields of the rebellion, with which the 
honor of the Union and his own renown 
must 
be forever linked. 
His 
face 


was turned toward the South, whose af- 
fection he had fairly won after the wai 
was over by his wise, beneficent and su- 
premely just administration ,of 
affairs 


during the reconstruction period, when, 
though acting under martial law and 
clothed with all the power which that im- 
plies, he kept his sword within its sheath 
and asserted the supremacy of civil law. 


As far as could be learned no definite 


arrangements for the funeral had been 
agreed upon up to a late hour last night. 
It was stated by one of the stafi 
officers 


that Mrs. Hancock had expressed herself 
as being opposed to a military funeral; 
that it was her desire that the funeral 
arrangements be as simple 
and xin- 


ostentatious 
as possible. 
The place 


of 
interment 
has 
not 
yet - been 


fixed upon, but it is the general belief 
that Norristown, Pa., where the General's 
parents and only daughter, Ada, are 
buried, will be selected. It is also said 
that Mrs. Hancock is opposed to having 
the body embalmed and its lying iu state. 


In conversation with one of the officers 


last night that gentleman stated that in all 
probability only the immediate relatives 
and most intiiriate friends would be in- 
vited to attend the obsequies, and that 
only eight or ten officers of his immediate 
staff nnd a small detachment of soldiers 
would accompany the remains to the 
grave. 


Had the General lived to the 14th oi 


the present mouth he would have attained 
his sixty-second year.

Scores of the General's old schoolmates 
reside here. General Hancock was born 
twelve miles from here, and soon after-
